LIBERAL MEEHISTOPH- 
ELES. 

If Mr. Blake is to succeed Mr. 
Mackenzie in the leadership of the 
Liberal Party, and if tho sentiments 
expressed bv him at West Durham on 
the occasion of his return to represent 
that constituency in Parliament are the 
sentiments of that Party on the Pacific 
railway matter, there will not be 
found in British Columbia a corporal'* 
guard of voters to support candidates 
■who may at any time be brought for 
•ward in that interest. In 1875 Mr. 
Blake might have suggested a reason- 
able excuso for opposing Island rail- 
way construction and bu'lldosinu; the 
Liberals in the Senato into rejecting 
the bill that authorized its construction; 
but in now opposing the Yale-Savona 
line he has not even tho poor excuso to 
offer that it is a branch, and as such 
should not be constructed until the 
main lino has been completed. The 
drift of the West Durham speech 
breathes hostility to tho -Pacific rail- 
way and hatred to British Columbia, 
■which he characterizes as a "sea of 
mountains," and, as a matter of coarse, 
unsuitable for settlement. Tho hon. 
gentleman in dealing with the railway 
■was very explicit and revealed, amid 
the cheers of his auditors, the policy of 
tho Liberal party should he, unfortu- 
nately, be selected to lead it. We quote 
from the Globe: 

"Now T have read these extracts show- 
ing some of the difficulties to be encoun- 
tered in building these 125 miles, one- 
fourth of the work to be dono in British 
Columbia, and which this Government is 
determined to do, not by a system of land 
grant, but by tho payment of money 
directly out of the public purse. (Cheers.) 
I, for my part, protest against it, though 
I know it is useless to do so. I maintain 
an effort ought to bo made to prove if it 
would not be feasible to build this rail- 
way through Brit'ah Columbia by aschome 
whic-n will use a land subsidy as a largo 
part of the cost. They aro ombarking 
upon what I consider to bo a fatal policy, 
that of making tho construction of this 
trifling section of tho work independent 
of tho main policy, and using your taxes 
and mine for the building of tho read. 
You cannot pause in this work when you 
have ouco commenced without utterly los- 
ing all that you havo spent. Wo are com- 
mitted practically to tho construction of 
the whole road through British Columbia. 
We aro thus placed in a very critical posi- 
tion indeod by tho action of the Govern- 
ment in this matter." 

In the face of the fact that tho Can- 
adian Government have proclaimed the 
Burrard Inlet as the route of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway; and being well 
awaro that just before leaving othce Mr. 
Mackenzie advertised for tenders for 
the construction of the same section 
which the present Government have 
just given out ; knowing, too, that the 
financial schemes of the two Govern- 
ments respecting that road are almost 
identical, and that the present Govern- 
ment's scheme has received tho warm 
approval and sanction of Parliament, 
Mr. Blake, in finding fault with tho 
Macdonald Ministry for doing what 
the Mackenzie Government would have 
done had they remained in power, as- 
sumes a factious and obstructive atti- 
tude, and pleads for further time 
to prepare for the construction 
of the road upon some plan to be pro- 
posed by himself or by those who ac- 
cept bis views as their political creed. 
" You cannot pause in this work when 
you have once commenced without 
utterly losing all that you have spent," 
moans Mr. Blake ; and then ho plain- 
tively adds, as if he had made a recent 
discovery, "We are committed practi- 
cally to the construction of the whole 
road through British Columbia." Why, 
Canada was committed to tho con- 
struction of tho " whole road " from 
ocean to ocean when tho original terms 
of Confederation were adopted ; and 
again committed to the "whole road," 
and the Island railway to boot, 
when the Caernarvon Settlement 
was accepted. Is it possible that 
Mr. Blake wa3 not aware of these 
facts before? We remember, aa far 
back as 1871, Mr. Blake declaring 
that the Terms of Union witli British 
Columbia bound the Government to 
complete a through railway in ten years 
from tho date of Confederation; and 
now he affects the utmost consternation 
ut the remarkable discovery that the 
Government, after tho lapse of nine of 
the agreed ten years, propose to 
finish in five years more one hundred 
and twenty-five miles of road in British 
Columbia 1 It cannot bo too widely 
known throughout this Province that 
should Mr, Blake accede to the lead- 
ership of the Liberal Party he will cry 
"Haiti" to railway construction. A 
more impracticable person than the 
member-elect for West Durham is not. 
in public life in Canada. He was the 
Mephistdpheles — tho evil genius of the 
Mackenzie administration, keeping it 
in hot water by his "bolts" and idiosyn- 
crasies; his "I-will-and-I-won't" atti- 
tude when asked to enter tho Cabinet; 
his backing and filling in the House 
when the policy of tho Government 
came under review. Jealous of Hon. 
George Brown's influence with Mr. 
Mackenzie he established a second 
"Liberal" newspaper in Toronto in 
vhich he nearly wrecked his own and 
the fortunes of his friends. Prom the 
day on which tho Mackenzie adminis- 
tration came into power until the day 
on which it resigned Rdward Blake, 
by bis snarling criticism, unreasonable 
interference, insulting dictation and 
tbreatoued opposition did more to un- 
dermine its influenco and hasten its 
fall than any other Liberal in the Do- 
minion. The Liberal party of Canada 
does not owe fealty to the man who 
oncompassed its ruin; and as for British 
Columbia sbo will ever smart under a 
deep sense of the wrong and injustice 
she has sustained at his hands, while 
his West Durham Rpeeoh will open hor 
eyes to the fato that awaits her should 



ho at any future time have it in his 
power to injure her interests. 

LA TENT BE SOURCES. 

Tho commencement of railway con- 
struction will attract a largo amount of 
foreign capital to this Province ; work 
will ho found for many hundreds of 
laborers — civilized, wo hope — and young 
men " native and to the manor born " 
will not find it necessary to go abroad 
in search of employment that could not 
be obtained here. One of tho most 
unfortunate circumstances under which 
this Province labors is its inability to 
absorb its homo-grown brain, brawn 
and muscle. Bail way work will change 
all that and place employment within 
the reach of everyone able and willing 
to accent it. Let us consider for a mo 
ment some of the employment-absorb- 
ing industries that will bo quickened 
into active being by the commencement 
of railway construction. In the first 
rank must bo placed the expansion of 
agricultural interests. There is cortain 
to be a sharp and steady demand for 
every article of farm production. This 
will put money in the purses of tho 
impoverished farmers of tho Intorior, 
and will enable them to make long- 
required improvements, in performance 
of which there will be required many 
laborers and artisans. Tho demand 
will stimulate supply. Fertilo lands 
now unoccupied will be sottled upon 
and cultivated, and tracts now deemed 
worthless will bo cleared, dyked or 
irrigated and prepared for tho plough. 
Increased farming facilities will create 
a demand for lumber, for agricultural 
implements, wagons, and merchandise 
of every description. A ficot of steam- 
ers will be required to transport these 
articles from the Coast to the Interior. 
Manufactures now continued upon a 
limited scale will bo extended, and 
the number of hands employed in tho 
shops must bo increased. Money will 
be plentiful and easily obtained on 
good security at low rates. Soon it 
will bo demonstrated that iron for steel 
rails, stovos and every other descrip- 
tion of iron goods can bo producod 
cheaper here than it can be imported 
from England, and forges and blast 
furnaces will start into operation and 
t he local consumption of coal will rival 
the foreign demand now. Copper, 
silver and gold mines will attract tho 
attention of capitalists. The excellent 
opening presented for woollen mills 
will be recognized by more than one 
enterprising spirit, and blankets and 
cloth will be woven by local looms. 
Soon the absurdity of importing sugar 
and paying thereon a heavy duty, 
when the raw article can be imported 
under the existing tariff and refined 
here with the certainty of a handsome 
profit will strike some man who can 
control capital, and then thoro will be 
a sugar refinery established. Tho ex- 
tensive consumption of explosives and 
the high Customs tariff will induce the 
erection of powder and dynamite works. 
The facility with which oil for lubri- 
cating and general manufacturing pur- 
poses can be extracted from fish that 
resort to these waters in inexhaustible 
shoals, and tho certainty of a large de- 
mand, will stimulate the establishment 
of fisheries and oil refineries along the 
coast. Tanneries will spring up to 
convert into leather hides that now 
find a foreign market at ruinously low 
prices; and tho tallow and lard not 
consumed in other ways will bo con- 
verted into soap. There are many 
other industries that will come into 
existence under tho now order of 
things, so soon as tho country has 
shown its ability to feed and clothe 
itself. Tnat ability cannot be demon- 
strated a moment too soon. In a twelve 
month from to-day wo should bo ena- 
bled to announce that tho last pound of 
foreign cereals or their products has 
been landed on our- wharves. Only 
under such a gratifying condition of 
things can the country hopo to prosper 
or share to the fullest extent in the 
" good times " on the threshold of which 
there is reason to believo tho country 
now stands. 



THE COLLISION. 



The affair of Friday, when two 
valuable passenger-carrying steamers 
collided in this harbor, should bo ac- 
cepted as a premonition of disaster, 
liable to occur at any moment if the 
desire to race continues to anima: o 
our steamboat men. We do not know 
which boat is to blame for the collision; 
all we care to know is that it might have 
been avoided had ordinary care been 
exercised. Public opinion is aroused. 
It sees that several scores of persons 
have narrowly escaped destruction, 
and the demand is heard on all sides 
that the practice which led to the col- 
lision must bo stopped now and for- 
ever.

Tho Collision— ftopresslvo Moasurcs 
Demanded. 

To the Editor of The Colonist:— 
Sir: — I ask attention to an article 
which appears in the Pacific Herald of 
this morning, purporting to describe a 
collision which took place yesterday 
between the stoamers Hunt and 
Enterpriso while leaving Victoria 
harbor. To any at all conversant with 
nautical proceedings, the impossible 
conditions of tho descriptions will at 
once appear. Having, however, my- 
self witnessed, and I trust coolly ob- 
served, the wholo transaction from tho 
deck of tho Enterprise, I can conscien- 
tiously exonerato the commander of 
tho latter vessel from all blanio in the 
matter, in so far as my calm and un- 
prejudiced judgment of tho circum- 
stances may be admitted to havo 
weight. Ho was, in short, the attacked 
on this occasion — the haro, and not tho 
hound. 

So much for this trivial affair, which 
it is needless to magnify in all its de- 
tails. I address you, rather, to invito 
public attention to tho laxity of re- 
straint which, in a narrow harbor like 
that of Victoria, permits the possibility 
of an occurronco such as I havo refer- 
red to. It is time that some regula- 
tion should bo enforced to prevent the 
exhibition of those acrimonies of con- 
tost, tho effects of which havo been to 
imperil tho public security. A friendly 
and judicious rivalry we can encourage; 
but a dogged obstinacy, whereby life 
and property may be endangered, must 
surely call forth tho earnest reproba- 
tion of the public and of the press.

A Villanous Financial Sohomo Un- 
earthed and Exposed by tho London 
"Times.." 



In 1811 the London Times employ- 
ed a keen litt'.o Irishman, suruanied 
O'Reilly, to furnish it the current news 
'of Paris. He scented a bold scheme 
to perpetrate an enormous fraud upon 
the hankers of Europe and England. 
By devices with which only news re- 
porters and correspondents are familiar 
he wormed his way through tho bafll- 
ing cloaks of secrecy with which the 
plot was covered, until its true inward- 
ness was revealed to him, when he 
gave his knowledge to the world 
through the Times. A startling sensa- 
tion Hashed through financial circles 
when his letter detailed how forged 
drafts were prepared ready to bo pre- 
sented by specified individuals at every 
largo bank in Europe and England 
simultaneously. O'Reilly's grand coup 
crushed this prodigious conspiracy. 
Fourteen accomplished French, Italian 
and English villains were engaged in 
the iniquitous and audacious scheme. 
One of them was the Florence partner 
of a largo English mercantile house. 
Ho brought a suit for libel against the 
printer of the Times. The proprietor* 
of the paper assumed the brunt of the 
legal fight. The jury rendered a ver- 
dict which simply divided the- costs 
equally between the parties. But the 
Times people had expended many thou- 
sands of dollars and made vast exer- 
tions in preparing for a defense. As a 
consequence they unraveled and laid 
bare the whole conspiracy to tho min- 
utest details. Tho trial displayed to 
tho banking public all the more' clear- 
ly the imminent danger which it had 
so narrowly escaped. Tho cost of the 
trial to the paper was ascertained, and 
a subscription was at onco taken up to 
defray it. But when a committee tend- 
ered tho money tho proprietors grace- 
fully declined to accept it. Financial 
institutions to the number of -117 
were represented upon the subscription 
lists. They were unanimously deter- 
mined that the memory of tho paper's 
conduct in tho promises should be. per- 
petuated. Thirty-eight years ago this 
month they appropriated §10,000 to 
the purchase of a "Times scholarship" 
at both Oxford and Cambridge. With 
the remainder of the fund four suitably 
inscribed tablets were procured and 
put up in appropriate places in Lon- 
don, ono being at the Times printing 
office.

AFGHANISTAN. 

Cabul, Nov. '20. — Inquiry into the 
conduct of ex-Aineer Yakoob Klinn 
and his -Ministers, in connection with 
the massacre of the British Embassy, 
has terminated, and tho report of the 
Commission of Inquiry has been for- 
warded to the Viceroy of India. Noth- 
ing has transpired to alter tho unfavor- 
able opinions hitherto current regard- 
ing the Ameer's course of action. 

London, Nov. 20. — Tho Viceroy of 
India telegraphs that five more Afghan 
regiments from Turkestan have arriv- 
ed near Cabul, and will disband and 
go to their homes. Probably the re- 
maining regiments of the Cabul Army 
in Turkestan will follow this example, 
as they have no prospect to pay. 

Fiji. 

The Fiji Times records a sad acci- 
dent. A canoe left Loom Loraa with 
25 natives on board, bound for Toloya. 
They were going about, when a sudden 
squall sent the sail against the mast, 
capsizing the canoe. The unfortunate 
passengers clung to the canoe, and 
might have escaped with consequences 
no worse than those which w ould have 
attended discomfort and exposure, but 
for the fact that tho capsize occurred 
in a locality infested with sharks. 
These ravenous monsters seized their 
victims one by one, devouring 23 out 
of the 20 unfortunaiea whose lives 
were thus placed at their mercy. Of 
the two who escaped, one is u woman; 
but her situation is very critical the 
whole of the flesh having been taken 
off one leg.

tacked with paralysis. Ho is now in 
Paris, and, in order to avoid the in- 
convonico of visits, ho (changes his 
quarters from one hotel to another 
every day, to confound his friends. 
He only opens his letters onco a fort- 
night, an indulgence for which he had 
to pay dearly the other day. He 
brought a fino service of old Dresden 
for a fabulous sum. Fifteen days 
later ho opened a lotter in which the 
identical servico was offered him for 
less than quarter the amount. Ho is 
sixty-two and has ten children by his 
second wife.

Cost of Living Less than Seventy 
Years Ago. — A writer in tho Leisure 
Hour says that there is now a current 
notion among consumers that every- 
thing is dearer than it used to be, and 
this is mado the excuse for spending 
at a higher rate and for pleading that 
an income of £700 or £800 is requir- 
ed to maintain the same scale of living 
for which £500 formerly sufficed. No 
idea can bo more unsound. Bread is 
untaxed, and could bo sold at a living 
profit to a man who earns Gs. a day at 
half the price formerly paid by his pre- 
decessor, who, for more skilled work, 
was paid 2s. Gd. Better tea is sold at 
2s. than at the beginning of tho cen- 
tury cost 7s. Coffee was 2s. Gd. that 
is excelled in quality by that nt present 
prico of Is. Gd. Sanded sugar was 
10d.; pure sugar is now -id. Salt, that 
is now free, paid a duty of 20s. per 
bushel. The daily newspaper, about a 
fourth of tho present size, and an 
eighth — if that can be measured — of 
tho current quality, cost 7d., while 
each advertisement was taxed 2a Gd. 
A better hat is now worn at 12s. 9 than 
was formerly supplied nt 25s. Litera- 
ture, poriodical and standard, onco so 
oxponsive, is now so cheap that it costs 
less to buy a new copy of a book or 
pamphlet than to buy the old. Tho 
aged can remember when the Waverloy 
Novel cost 31s. Gd., and was hired out 
to read at Is. per volume for twelve 
hours. It is now retailed, with all the 
notes, at 3d. Let "the girl of the per- 
iod" ask her grandmothc. what, sixty 
years ago, straw hats "came to." At 
a Queen's assembly, the best-dressed 
lady appeared in a cotton print that a 
hop-picker now would scorn to wear 
on Sunday. Leather was taxed, and 
we have tho benefit of tho remission 
in boots and shoos, of Ear better make, 
at a lower figure. All articles of cloth- 
ing — oven of ornament — aro made 
greatly more accessiblo to every purse. 
Soap was taxed, bricks, tiles, slates, 
timber, glass. Wine is littlo more 
than half its former price. In fact, 
with tho exception of beef, mutton, 
butter, and cheese, tho whole cost of 
living is, cocteris paribus — that is, in 
reference to the samo necessary com- 
modities — very much less in year 1879 
that it was in 1801. — House and 
Home. 

Charge against a Clergyman. — 
For some days the village of Ucktield, 
Sussex, has been in a mild state of com- 
motion, consequent on tho elopement of 
the curate of tho parish, the Rev. Wil- 
liam John Thomas Brooks-Hill, with a 
rich widow lady, leaving his own wifo 
penniless and chargeable to the Uck- 
iicld Union. After sev-oral days search 
by tho police, tho reverend gentleman 
was traced to Pimlico and taken back 
to Ucktield, whore ho was brought up 
before Mr. Morgan, charged with de- 
serting his wife, whereby she became 
chargeable to the common fund of the 
union. Ho pleaded "Guilty." Mr. 
Charles Brooker, relieving officer, prov- 
ed granting relief to Mrs. Brooks- Hill. 
Mr. Thomas Bannister, grocer at Uck- 
tield, stated that on the 13th inst. the 
prisoner called on him and borrowed 
£50, for whicli he gave him an ac- 
knowledgment, and that he subsequent- 
ly received a letter from Mr. Brooks- 
Hill, authorizing him to sell the furni- 
ture in his house, and requesting a re- 
ply to a post-office at Clapham-rise. He 
went to London, called at the post- 
ofiice, and waited to see if Mr. Brooks- 
Hill came, but he did not call. Witness 
had not sold the furniture. John 
Peerless proved the apprehension of 
the prisoner at 93 Warwick street, 
Pimlico, where ho occupied two rooms 
on the same floor. A lady who was 
occupying tho same apartments he re- 
cognized as the lady he had seen at 
Uckfiekl. In his defence, the prisoner 
said he had offered his wife a mainte- 
nance, both beforo he. left and since. 
The justice inflicted the full penalty of 
imprisonment for three months, with 
hard labor, and mulcted him in the 
costs, £3 5s. 2d., and tho relief, 5s., 
which ho paid. The prisoner was con- 
veyed to tho Lowes Prison in the after- 
noon. — English Paper.

A BYLAW 

To Rcgulato tho Sanitary Condition of 
tho City of Victoria. 

Be it exacted by the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of tho Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria as follows: 

1. It shall not bo lawful to lot or occu- 
py, or suffer to bo occupied, as a dwelling 
any room unless the following require- 
ments are complied with, that is to say: 

fa) Unless such room contain at all 
times at least 381 cubic feet of space 
for each person occupying tho sumo. 

(6^ Unless such room has a window 
mado to open in a manner approved 
by the Board of Health or Moalth 
Officer of tho City. 

(c) Unless there is appurtenant to such 
room tho uso of a water closet, earth 
closet or privy, furnished with pro- 
per doors or coverings, to the satis- 
faction of the Board of Health or 
Health Oflicor of the City, 

2. Any person who lets, occupies, or 
knowingly suffers to bo occupied, any 
room contrary to the provisions of this 
Bylaw shall be liablo for every such of- 
fence to a penalty not exceeding §00. in 
tho discretion of any Justice of tho Peace 
before whom he may bo convicted, 

3. Any room in which any person passes 
the night, or tho principal part of tho 
night, shall bo deemed to be occupied as a 
dwolling within tho meaning of this By- 
law. 

4. Wliero two convictions against tho 
provisions of this Bylaw relating to the 
occupation of a room as a dwelling havo 
taken place within three months (whether 
the persor.3 so convicted were or were not 
tho same) any Justico of the Peace may 
direct tho closing of the room so occupied, 
or of the premises to which it belongs, for 
such time as he may deem necessary, oi 
may ompowor the Board of Health or 
Health Officer of the City permanently to 
close tho same. 

C. This Bylaw may be cited for all pur- 
poses as " The Dwellings Bylaw, 1879." 
Passed the Municipal Council this 

19th day of November, 1879.
